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1- "Unlike the leaders of the Soviet European satellite e ; Chairman MAO did not attend 

.STALE'S funeral. This was the first alarm-hell for Moscow. Then Peking got busy to 
take over the apparatus of the Asian Cominformj second alarm-bell „ The Kremlin did 
not wait for another danger signal. Vasa ill V KUZNETSOV was immediately made Soviet 
Ambassador co the People's Republic of China. Only a few days before he had been 
transferred from the chairmanship of the Soviet Trade Unions to a deputy-ministership 
at Moscow's Foreign Ministry. But MAO's activities seemed to upset the plans of 
MALENKOV - BEH1A and MOLOTOV. And KUZNETSOV was the only man capable to put matters 
right . Formally he became the Dew Soviet Ambassador „ In fact, he is keeping - tiie" 
DIRECTION OF THE ART AN COKE-FORM BUREAU IN SOVIET HANDS. 


2. "This needs some explonat ion. A* ' .is generally known,, Moscow directed World Communism 
through the COMINTERN, or the Communist International, with headquarters in Moscow. But 
during the second world war, in Ray 19^3;* in order to appease his allies, STALIN or- 
dered the COMINTERN to 'dissolve* itself. Immediately, the offices and functions of 
the late COMINTERN were taken over by the Moscow headquarters of the Soviet Trade 
Unions. Even the 1 International Press Correspondence* /'INPREKOR'/ the official or- 
gan of the Comintern, continued to appear 1 , under different titles and In a new style. 

It stil.l exist??, still is published weekly in eight languages by 'TRUD', the official 
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Soviet Tx-iw ).et TTQj.cn 4 papc.r. For f.'Ue fev years, it has 'been nailed NEW TIMES. 

3* "The official Canadian Blue Book o» the Soviet Atom Spies brought doc ament ary evidence 
.that the 'dissolved* COMINTERN not only existed but also was quite busy. In the mean- 
time^ the Soviet Trade Unions— which camouflaged the COMINTERN at their headquarters- 
succeeded* about! 946* in taking over a new important international organization — the 
WTJJ — World Federation of Trade Unions — created in 1945 . The expanding WTU 'apparatus' 
tM- »Mid st.111 is —a' real boon for international Communist activities. It took a fev 
years, before honest Western trade-unionists smelled the rat. Then they withdrew from 
the WFTT7* hu 4 even so Red infiltration is rampant among them. 

4. "When iu the Fall of 19^7 Moscow officially created the COMUTFOHM, many » caret activities 
.directed from Moscow's Trade Union House, were transferred* first to Belgrade, and then 

to Bucharest. But Moscow always kept the direction. 

5. "In the fall of 19^9 MAD established Communist rule over the whole Chinese mainland, less 

than two months later* a 'Trade Union Conference of Asian and Australasian Countries' in 
Pekin g/.lo Nov to 1 Dec 49/ set up a 'WFTU Liaison Bureau for Asia. ' THIS LIAISON BUREAU 
■EC AMS THE COVER FOR THE TOP SECRET ASIAN BUREAU OF THE COMIPFORM. Similar bureaus also 
exist in Latin America and Africa. 

6. "V V KUTNET30V became head of the Soviet Trade Unions in 3.944. He took over from SH VERNIK* 

then jitade the titular head of State of the USSR. (Now SEVERNUC has come back to his old 
.lob.) In 1944 KUZNETSOV already found the camouflaged COMINTERN offices at his TU hqs. 
Soon he «uperv\i?ed them. He too organized Communist penetration of the new WFTU. And 
soon enough KUZNETSOV was helping to set up the Latin American Comlnform Bureau (with 
the local TU's— Lombardo Td£2A2TC f s CTAXO* then the Asian* and. the African. 

7* "Mortally afraid of the developments of the US atom bomb* Moscow countered. with her 
'World Peace Movement.' COKJNFORM and WFTU* of course* freed the 'peace' line. On 
12 Out 55 hue last day of the Peking 'peace Coufererr-e of the Asian and Pacific Regions** 
a permanent 'PEACE LIAISON COMMITTEE OF THE ASIAN AND PACIFIC RET! IONS 1 vac founded.
